Arrange with local furniture company to 
move an eye-arresting couch into your ad- 
vance lobby; set it in a roped-off section 
with a baby spot shining down on it... and 
on the credit card it carries: "This Couch 
Reserved for Jerry Lewis and ‘Three On a 
Couch’."' Behind or beside the couch might 
be a display of stills or poster art from the 
picture, plus playdate credits.

Millions of Jerry Lewis’ fans, will welcome 
contests or stunts based on the comedian's 
film career. Here are a few ideas: 
e Have a deejay sponsor a contest of- 
fering guest tickets to listeners sending 


in the greatest number of Lewis’ earlier 
film titles on postcards. 


e Anyone named Jerry Lewis living in 
town? Invite him, or them, as the star's 
guests and arrange interviews on their 
experiences as the result of having the 
same name. 

e Audition, on theatre stage, youngsters 
who can imitate Lewis, with promoted 
prizes for the top performers. 


e If one of your staff can give a fair 
imitation of Jerry Lewis’ voice, have him 
make phone calls plugging the star and 
his latest film at your theatre. 


Travel Tie-Ups 
"Three On a Couch" has Jerry Lewis and 
Janet Leigh planning a honeymoon in Paris, 
to which they will travel from Los Angeles via 
a President Line ship. Tie-up possibilities in- 
clude the steamship line, of course; travel 


agencies, travel and cruise clothing, luggage, 
etc. All this, and Paris, too! 


Royalweve Carpet 


The Royalweve Carpet Company, one of 
the country's largest manufacturers of luxury 
carpeting, featured Jerry Lewis and his wife 
Patti posed with their product, in full-page, 
full-color advertisements in the April and 
September issues of both ‘House Beautiful’ 
and ‘Better Homes and Gardens’. The 
ads in the two publications include credits 
for "Three On a Couch.’ Check your local 
stores for those selling Royalweve and ar- 
range special window and in-store displays 
of the carpet featuring the advertisements 
plus stills and picture credit placard. 


Karate! 


Jerry Lewis becomes hilariously involved with 
Karate expert Mary Ann Mobley in "Three 
On a Couch," in sequences which can cue 
local stunts promoting this art of self-de- 
fense. Through local directory, sports editors 
and physical ed. teachers, locate Karate 
Schools, clubs and experts in your area. Work 
with them on such programs as demonstra- 
tions of Karate at the theatre and on tele- 
vision, interviews, newspaper co-op ad cam- 
paigns, etc. Arrange for a Karate costume 
to be placed on display in lobby, along with 
such "Karate" stills from the picture as Still 
Nos. R1394, R1396, R1402, and R1407. 


‘Three’ Stunts 


The ''three" of the title might be utilized in 
several ways to publicize the film and your 
playdate. Here are a few suggestions: 


e Guest tickets to listeners sending post- 
cards to deejays with the greatest num- 
"three" in them. 


e Special rate ticket for the first ten or 
more groups of three, opening day. 


e Guest tickets to store customers pur- 
chasing three articles in three depart- 
ments. Ad copy can read: "Good Things 
Come in Threes, Like ‘Three On a 
Couch,’ etc." or: "The Big ‘Three!’ etc." 


e Tie-in with newspaper ad department 
for contest offering guest tickets to read- 
ers circling the most "threes" in classified 
ad columns. 


e Have a carnival wheel with only one 
number "'3"' on it at the theatre entrance 
and offer patrons free spins. Those stop- 
ping the wheel on ''3'' to win guest ad- 
missions to your next show. 


e As a teaser, stencil the number ‘'3"' 
on sidewalks around town. 


« Many stores can offer three items in- 
stead of the usual number. Ice cream 
cones might have three scoops instead 
of two; automobile stores, three tires for 
a special price to those who purchase 
two; even three theatre tickets for the 
price of two, etc. 


e Triplets in town guest-admitted to a 
show.

Promote J. L. 


Through coincidence, the first and last initials 
in the names of Jerry Lewis and Janet Leigh 
are the same. Have a cooperative deejay 
use this fact as the basis of a contest, his 
listeners to send in postcards with the names 
of other movie stars, or famous people, hav- 
ing the initials J. L. This would include names 
like: Jack Lemmon, Julie London, Joe Louis, 
Jack London, etc. Prizes to be awarded to 
those sending in the most names. 


Love Stories 


A sweat-suited Mary Ann Mobley first meets 
Jerry Lewis, in the film, while she is prac- 
ticing heel-and-toe walking in the park; Gila 
Golan meets him when he visits the perfume 
counter where she is a salesgirl; Leslie Par- 
rish meets him through his "'sister,"’ via an 
almost-formal introduction. Point is, the way 
girl meets boy can provide you with an in- 
teresting contest. Letters might be written 
on a postcard, and guest ticket prizes 
awarded for the most interesting, most un- 
usual, most humorous.

Girls not only parade main 
business and shopping streets, with appro- 
priate signs on their backs, but visit news- 
paper, radio and television VIP's, make per- 
sonal appearances on stage, and pose on a 
couch in a furniture store window. They're 
the ''Three On a Couch" of the title: Leslie 
Parrish as the Southern girl who specializes 
in bugs and beetles; Mary Ann Mobley as the 
health-and-exercise addict; and Gila Golan 
as the Wild West aficionado. 


Records 


There are a number of Jerry Lewis albums 
on the market, and some of his discs have 
been at the very top of the best-seller lists 
when they first were issued. Work with music 
stores on displays of Jerry Lewis records now 
in stock. Also, go after disc jockeys for 
"Jerry Lewis" programs — using Lewis re- 
cordings in their station libraries — with 
plugs for ''Three On a Couch." 


Contest for Artists 


Announce a "Three On a Couch" drawing 
or painting competition for local artists, 
amateur and professional, keyed to the fact 
that, in the film, Jerry Lewis plays a com- 
mercial artist who has won first prize in an 
international art contest sponsored by the 
French government. Plant posters and/or 
color stills from the picture in the windows 
of cooperating stores and invite contestants 
to set up their easels in front of the shops, 
to copy off the art work. Merchandise prizes, 
promoted from the cooperating stores, 
should be given for the drawings or paint- 
ings which most closely resemble the still or 
poster. Submitted entries are posted in lobby 
of theatre, and audiences might be involved 
in voting the prizes, and winning artists are 
interviewed by sponsoring newspaper or tele- 
vision program, which also shows the win- 
ning entries.

Currently, at the ...... Thea- 
tre, Jerry Lewis is starred in the 
new comedy “Three On a Couch.” 
He also directed and produced 
the film, a Columbia Pictures re- 
lease in color, as he has pro- 
duced, directed and starred in 
other triumphant films. Jerry 
Lewis also has starred on tele- 
vision, in night clubs, on radio 
and as a recording: artist. 

He is emphatically convinced 
that there is a great deal more 
he wants to do in the entertain- 
ment field. 

“T don’t necessarily mean in 
acting,” Lewis said, “Though I 
suppose there are roles I’d like 
to play that I’ve never played 
before.”

Miss Parrish also had a title; she 
was the NBC “color girl’ and 
her image was flashed on the TV 
screen to show viewers the won- 
ders of color television. The 
chore led the girl to Hollywood. 

Although she has appeared in 
20 films prior to “Three On a 
Couch” and more than 40 tele- 
vision shows, Leslie Parrish still 
gives the impression, when she 
walks on a set, of first-time en- 
thusiasm. She attends acting 
classes twice a week, a once-a- 
week ballet class, a special course 
on Shakespeare, and speech tut- 
oring sessions. 


Mary Ann Mobley 


Not every Miss America winds 
up in Hollywood, and few indeed 
have ever “made it big.” Mary 
Ann Mobley, Mississippi-born 
and beautiful, looks to be the ex- 
ception. Miss Mobley currently 
is one of the “Three On a Couch,” 
in the Jerry Lewis production for 
Columbia Pictures release at the 
Sratecte's Theatre.

Jerry Lewis, whose entertain- 
ment potential is very high in- 
deed, is primarily responsible for 
the sheer delightfulness' of 
“Three On a Couch,” the new 
comedy at the...... Theatre, in 
Columbiacolor. Jerry Lewis stars, 
and he also produced and direct- 
ed the new Columbia Pictures 
comedy release. 


Co-starred with Lewis are 
Janet Leigh, as a psychiatrist 
who is engaged to the comedian 
but will not marry him until she 
has cured three young women of 
their man-hating neuroses. The 
girls are Mary Ann Mobley, Gila 
Golan and Leslie Parrish, and 
Lewis—in order to hasten his 
own wedding — undertakes to 
make each of them fall in love 
with him.

The Big ‘Three’

Gila Golan 


Gila Golan probably will never 
knew her real name, who she is, 
where she was born, or when. 
The only name to which she can 
show true title is that of Miss 
Israel, which she won the same 
year she was named runner-up 
for the title of Miss World. 


Currently, however, Gila is co- 
starring in the Jerry Lewis com- 
edy, “Three On a Couch,” the 
Columbia Pictures release at the 
Lahey See Theatre, and she has ap- 
peared in Stanley Kramer’s 
“Ship of Fools” and in “Our Man 
Flint.” In “Three On a Couch,” 
Miss Golan is seen as a young 
man-hater, a patient of psy- 
chiatrist Janet Leigh. Jerry 
Lewis plays Miss Leigh’s fiance, 
who romances Gila in order to 
speed the curing process so he 
can wed Miss Leigh; he also tries 
to attract two other patients 
similarly afflicted, Mary Ann 
Mobley and Leslie Parrish, and 
he becomes involved in a con- 
siderable romantic hassle as a 
result.

Miss Golan is not a man-hater 
in real life. If anything, she has 
a considerable trust and faith in 
people. “Why shouldn’t I be 
trusting?” she asks, “Haven’t 
people been good to me?” 

Her first memory is a kaleido- 
scope of an air raid, a bomb 
shelter, a wide street at night in 
—she has been told—Krakow, 


Poland. She is hungry, crying, 
perhaps two or three years old. 
A man picks her up and carries 
her into a house. She was cared- 
for through the rest of the war. 

Years later and through many 
trials and tribulations, too num- 
erous to mention, she became 
Miss Israeli of 1961 and entered 
in the Miss World contest in 
London. On her return to Israel, 
she was sent to New York to 
model Israeli fashions and speak 
at Israeli bond rallies. 

Columbia Pictures heard about 
her and made a _ screen test, 
which so impressed studio execu- 
tives, Gila was flown to Holly- 
wood to read a scene for Kramer 
and to be given the “Ship of 
Fools” on the spot.
